Horses Die in Hills 


and Range Man Is 
Tried for Cruelty 


A touch of the old west, fast van- 


ishing, was given to Judge Thomas 
B. Becd's court room in Covina on 
Monday afternoon, when the room 
filled with range riders and stock- 
men, to hear the case brot against 
Peter Taricco, stock raiser and farm- 
er of tho Covina hills, charged with 
cruelty to animals. 


More than eighty head of horses 


were involved in the case, with State 
Humane Officer Homer J. Daniels, de- 
claring that nine horses died of star- 
vation on the Taricco range between 
January and Apr!I*of this year, while 
all the others in the herd were in a 
poor and weak condition, as the re- 
sult of a lack of range feed. 


The case .was prosecuted by Dep 


uty District Attorney Jones for the 
people, and Taricco was defended by 
Attorney L. G, Shelton. Chief wit- 
ness against Taricco, besides Dan- 
iels, -was Otto Meek, declared to be 
the owner of the horses, who testi 
fled that he rented pasture of Tar- 
icco by the month. The horses were 
broncos, mules and colts brot in from 
Las Vegas, Nevada, in July of-last 
yea*.

Thousands of Ladybird Beetles 


Liberated in Covina Orchards 


In the Covina area, 300,000 cryptolaemus, or ladybirds, 


have been liberated during the past week, and equal amount 
will be released during the month, according to R. N. Hutch- 
ison, agricultural inspector in this district for County Agri- 
cultural Commissioner Ryan's office. 


The ladybird is an effective, mealybug destroyer, and these 


enemies of the mealybug, together with good natural condi- 
tions, have placed the whole of the southern California area 
of citrus groves in excellent condition in this respect, he said. 
All groves in the Covina territory are freer from mealybug 
this year than in many years, he said. 
• « 


The ladybird liberation is made possible thru the propa- 


gation of these insects at the insectary at Rivera, just recently 
established. Mr. Hutchison said that the old insectary at 
Downey will also be used during the coming year to raise 
parasites upon pests. 


The situation thruout the valley concerning aphis is also 


good, the inspector said. There is a fungus that is destroying 
the aphis, and while there is quite a little infestation the con- 
ditions are considered to be good. 


Speaking of the general condition of the groves, the in- 


spector said that the general physical condition of orchards 
in this area is better than he had ever seen it. The mild 
winter, and good growing conditions, together with the fact 
that the orchards have been protected for several years from 
frost, and have been well cared for otherwise, has produced 
excellent conditions generally..-

visit, and later, he tramped over th< 
hills, and discovered that nine horses 
were dead. He gave it as his opinion 
that^they had died of starvation. 


Jack Beasler, a - range rider who 


had been employed by Meek to care 
for the stock, testified that he work 
ed two months and quit, and that he 
told ^leek the horses would have to 
be removed to better pasture. He 
said .that the horses were brot from 
Las Vegas to Covina on a two-day- 
and-night trip without food and wa- 
ter, and that they arrived in a weak- 
ened condition. He said that the pas- 
turage was not good at any time 
•until the rains came. The condition 
of the horses was also described by 
J.'Frank Kendall, Covina rancher, 
and by Earl Coiner, also a rancher 
hi the vicinity. Coiner said that he 
at one time carried water and feed 
to one horse that had fallen over a 
cliff and became entangled in wire. 


Taricco told on the witness stand 


of his attempts to get Meek to pay 
for pasturage, and that he had al- 
lowed him'to remove several horses 
to sell in order to raise money, but 
that tho bill was never paid. Defen- 
dant's attorney, Mr. Shelton, argued 
that Taricco was at no time respon- 
sible for the condition of the horses; 
that he did not at any time prevent 
the owner, Meek, from carrying feed 
to them if he so desired. The attor- 
ney declared that if anyone was 
guilty it would be Meek, the owner. 


Tarieco was found not guilty by 


Judge Beed, who did not fix the re- 
sponsibility for the death of the 
horses. The court room audience was 
of the kind that wears six-gallon 
. hats and riding boots, and Taricco, a 


pietnresqne character from the hills, 
was a reminder of the days when 
•thousands of horses and sheep, roam- 
ed the ranges on the south of Co- 
vina city and valley.

day with, word of the tragic death 
of William Larick,''who was injured 
at 10:30 that morning while at work 
on a well-drilling machine belonging 
to J. P. Overholtzer, contractor, of 
Covina. The well was being drilled 
on the Cartright and Richter prop- 
erty at La Verne. 


According to reports, a pit thir- 


teen feet deep had been dug for the 
well-drilling outfit and the heavy 
equipment was being moved out 
when it suddenly slipped back and 
fell upon Mr. Larick, who was caught 
between a heavy casing and the 
bank of the pit. F. M. Dunahoo and 
F. C. Laswell of Covina were work- 
ing with him at tho time. 


William Larick was born in Monte 


Vista, Colorado, on March 3, 1882, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Lar- 
ick. He came to Covina when a 
young man and married Miss Martha 
Sell, also a native of Colorado, on- 
February 24, 1909. The family has 
resided in Covina for the greater 
part of these years, Mr. Larick fol- 
lowing his trade as well driller dur- 
ing this time.

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Overproduction Serious 


Menace to Farmers 


By Caleb Johnson 


Thru the activities of the federal 


farm board the warning of the dan- 
ger of overproduction is being car- 
lied forcibly and continuously to the 
farmers of the United States. 


The farm board is only nine months 


old this April, but its contacts with 
the farmers of the United States are 
already more direct and widespread 
than those of any other governmen- 
tal agency. This is natural, since the 
farm board's contact is thru that 
most sensitive part of the human 
makeup, the "poeket nerve." 


The farm board's purpose is to 


help the farmer to get more money 
for his products, if not by increasing 
the cost" to the consumer, at least by 
insuring that the grower shall get all 
of the price which has heretofore 
been wasted between grower and con 
sumer, by unnecessary middlemen's 
tolls and the • operations of specula- 
tors. 


Somehow, as human nature is con 


stituted, we pay more attention to 
the man or the organization which 
promises to make more money for us 
than we do to the institution which 
merely tries to teach us how to run 
our business better. The manufac- 
turer of any commodity is likely to 
show much more interest in the re 
ports of his salesmen as to what sort 
of goods the trade demands than he 
is to the engineer who merely shows 
him how to improve his product. And 
the federal farm board—or, rather 
the national cooperative selling agen- 
cies set up under its direction—is in 
the position of the farmer's sales- 
man. In the course of time, and per- 
haps a shorter time than some of the 
critics of the system now believe, an 
overwhelming majority of all farm 
products groxvn in the United States 
will be handled from grower to eon- 
somer thru these agencies. 


And when these cooperative selling 


agencies tell their members that they 
are producing too much of this or 
not enough of that, and prove it to 
them by the prices which they get 
for the commodities designated, there 
is certain to be attention from the 
growers. 


So far only eleven commodities 


have been designated by the farm 
board as requiring special national 
selling agencies to handle them ex- 
, clusivcly. 
They are 
cotton, dairy 


products, wheat, rice, livestock, wool 
and mohair, tobacco, poultry and 
eggs, 
seeds, potatoes 
and 
coarse 


grains. There arc, of course, dozens 
of .other agricultural products which 


solidated into one picture I, as a 
wheat farmer in eastern Nebraska, 
observing what it costs to produce 
wheat in Dakota, western Nebraska, 
Kansas, Montana and other regions, 
might conclude that I had an awful 
handicap because of the price of my 
land and my smaller operating unit. 
Then I would begin to see what else 
I could do to get out of competition 
with that wheat growing farmer out 
west. 


"I 
saw a statement 'by Henry 


Ford recently in which he said that 
ho did not fire a man until he had to. 
If he found an employee was not 
adapted to one task he put him at 
something else and then at something 
else, until ho found a niche in which 
that mart fitted. So it is with us 
farmers. We must adapt ourselves 
to the thing we can do best." 


There is no subject so important 


today and for a long time to come, 
to every farmer and every business 
man in communities which depend 
principally upon farmers for their 
trade than the program of the fed- 
eral farm board and the way in 
which that pogram is being put into 
effect. The board has just issued an 
eight-page pamphlet in which the 
whole system is set forth in the form 
of easily-understood questions and 
answers. No American can regard

about fundamental conditions in this 
fundamental industry, farming, with- 
out knowing the answers to every 
question which can be asked about 
the federal farm board.

groups!" 'An entirely ribvv' Kind of ad 
ministrative machinery cannot be ex- 
pected to get into full swing instant- 
ly. It is going to take three or four 
growing seasons, in all probability, 
before all of the farmers of the 
United States fully understand how 
the new system operates and how to 
take advantage of it. 


Control of production, in the inter- 


est of more stable prices for growers, 
is a definite function of the farm 
board under the law which created 
it. And already the board has found 
the situation in some commodities, 
(•specially wheat, tobacco and cotton, 
to be such as to point definitely to 
lower prices because of overproduc- 
tion. 


Ten per cent decrease in wheat 


acreage is being advocated today by 
the board, which points to a surplus 
of 100,000,000 bushels in 1029, above 
the total demand of the world's mar- 
kets, in proof of its statement that 
too much wheat is being grown. 
Farmers could make more money out 
of 650,000,000 bushels than they are 
making now out of 850,000,000 bush- 
els. And when the entire wheat mar- 
ket is in the control of the -farmers 
themselves—and that is what the co- 
operative marketing program is head- 
ed for—it will not be so difficult to 
convince growers that low prices arc 
not always the result of manipula- 
tion by speculative interests. They 
will recognize, as many of them do 
now, that the remedy is in their 
hands. 


The tobacco situation in the bur 


ley districts is so serious that the 
farm board the other day sent a 
long telegram to state agricultural 
extension directors in Tennessee and 
Kentucky warning them that plant- 
ing reports for 1930 indicate a 15 per 
cent increase over 19^9, which would 
give 75.000,000 pounds more tobacco 
than last year, and that last year's 
crop was 50,000,000 pounds more 
than the market for hurley would 
absorb. 


Cotton is much in the same situa- 


tion with everything pointing to an- 
other large crop which, added to the 
carry-over from last year, will force 
prices down to 19'2(i levels or even 
lower. 


Ho long as each individual grower 


is a law unto himself, there is no 
practical way to prevent overproduc- 
tion. But when the only market, or 
the best market, available to the 
grower, is thru the cooperatives, and 
the 
individual grower who disre- 


gards the warning against planting 
too large an acreage finds himself 
unable to finance his operations thru 
the channels which are open to hi* 
neighbors who do play the game of 
cooperation, there is hope for every 
fanner.

criminal laws. 


He does not expect to achieve 100 


per cent enforcement. He does not 
know to what percentage it- can be 
enforced. He knows that 100 per 
cent is humanly impossible, in the 
case of this or any other laws. The 
ten commandments are not fully 
obeyed after 3300,years of attempted 
enforcement. But- his effort to en- 
force it will utilize 100 per cent of 
the facilities which the law puts into 
his hands. But 100 per cent of fed- 
eral facilities. are really only about 
one-third of the forces needed on the 
job. About 33 per cent must be done 
by the state and 33 per cent by local 
police because the enforcement of 
prohibition is a tripartite action of 
national, state and local authorities. 


It ought not to be necessary to 


state the president's position on pro- 
hibition enforcement at this time. He 
has stated it himself often enough 
and clearly enough. But there is a 
large element of the population of 
the United States which is accus- 
tomed to discount the statements and 
promises of politicians, and in this 
element are to be found many who 
do not realize that the man now in 
the White House is a different kind 
of man. 


President Hoover has no quarrel 


with the right of any man to agitate 
for the repeal of any law which he 
does not approve, including the 18th 
amendment. He does not believe that 
they will succeed, for fourteen states 
can block it. 


He has stated his own view as op- 


posed to its repeal.. He insists also 
that it is his duty under his oath to 
enforce the laws. 


He considers it his duty to demand 


of congress that it give him better 
tools to work with in carrying out 
the federal .part of the job of en- 
forcement which has been put up to 
him. 


The weakness of the position of 


the present proponents of prohibi- 
tion repeal is their failure to recog- 
nize the fact that the thot of the 
whole civilized world has been con- 


mandate from the people of the 
United States to enforce tho 18th 
amendment and th« laws adopted by 
congress thereunder, and, what is 
more, he considers the most impor- 
tant issue before the American peo- 
ple is the reduction of criminality 
and disobedience to laws of all kinds 
—and prohibition is not the only 
crime in progress. 


How important he regards it is 


easily deduced from the emphasis 
which he laid upon it in his inaug- 
ural address and in his first regular 
message to congress. 


I am going to quote here from the 


president's public utterances, em- 
phasizing the point that he still 
holds the same views. 
'' I have been

centrating on this problem of liquor 
traffic regulation by law for at least 
three generations. Russia under the 
czar had abolished vodka long before 
the world war. France placed ab 
sinthe under the ban and is now try 
ing to develop a plan to abolish cog 
nac.' Belgium hae in.boU8b«d'*-liaTd 
drinks. Sweden's "Gothenburg sys- 
tem" of controlling tho traffic in 
liquor is among the most famous of 
governmental efforts in this direction 
and was initiated a great many years 
ago. Amerieans generally are fam- 
iliar with the vigorous and various 
methods which have been adopted at 
different times by the Canadian pro- 
vinces, as well as the efforts of num- 
erous of the United States which had 
resulted in 70 per cent or more of 
this country, geographically, being 
to all intents and purposes '' dry'' 
before the 18th amendment was 
adopted. The forces, social, economic 
and political, which have made the 
world-wide movement for prohibi- 
tion, will result in upholding the 18th 
amendment 
or 
substituting some 


other form of legal repression. And 
the advocates of a change from the 
present 
system 
would strengthen 


their case immensely if they propos- 
ed a workable plan which embraces 
their universal claim that the saloon 
must never return—and if the saloon 
is to be kept away there must be 
the strongest sort of legal repression. 


Mr. Hoover did not write the 18th 


amendment nor draft the Volstead 
law. But in his seven years as a 
member of the cabinet ho was in a 
position to anpraise the effectiveness 
—or lack of it—of the government's 


he said,'' will depend upon the moral 
support which you, as .citizens, ex- 
tend." 
'"The duty of citizens to support 


the laws of the land is coequal with 
the duty of their government to en- 
force the laws' which exist. For our 
citizens to patronize the violation of 
a particular law tin the ground that 
they are~ opposed to it is destructive 
of the very basis of all that protec- 
tion of life, of homes and property 
which they rightly claim under other 
laws," he said on March 4, 1929. "If 
citizens do not like a law, their duty 
as honest men and women is to dis- 
courage its violation; their .right is 
'openly- to work for its repeal. Our 
whole system of self-government will 
crumble if officials elect what laws 
they will enforce or citizens elect 
what laws they will support." . 


About all a president can do with 


the citizens of the country as a whole 
s to point out that they have an ob- 
igation to obey the laws as long as 
;hese laws are laws. But his active 
efforts at enforcement of the law are 
aimed at the professional lawbreak- 
ers. 


"To those of criminal mind," he 


said at the same time, "there can be 
no appeal but vigorous enforcement 
of the law." 


Well, what is President Hoover do- 


president is urging upon congress 
the consolidation of all of the border 
patrol and coastal protective ser- 
vices into one. There are five dif- 
ferent units now engaged in protect- 
ing the borders of the United States 
against the entry of smuggled goods. 
They are the customs service, the im- 
migration service, the coast guard, 
the prohibition unit and the nar- 
cotics squad. 


Each of these has its separate 


function, and not a man of one of 
them willingly docs anything to help 
the others. They operate under dif- 
ferent chiefs, with different methods. 


All of those, the president believes, 


should be consolidated into a single 
coast guard border patrol, which 
would guard the Canadian and Mex- 
ican borders as well as the sea-coast. 
He has asked congress to authorize 
this. What congress will do is still 
uncertain. If the president gets the 
-authority he seeks, he feels confident 
that the flow of imported liquor over 
the borders can be checked down to 
a trickle. Ho has no illusion that it 
can be stopped -ftltogether. We have 
had laws against smuggling for a 
hundred years and more and still 
more smuggling goes on. England 
has tried for a thousand years to 
stop smuggling, but still some illicit 
merchandise gets past revenue offi- 
cers. 


'It is not to be expected that any 


criminal law will ever be fully en- 
forced -so long as criminals exist,'' is 
the way Mr. Hoover has phrased it. 


And'if congress does not strengthen 


his arm in the matter of protecting 
the borders, he Will go ahead and do 
the best he can with tae existing 
forces on the bdrders. 


The next line of attack is his 
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statement that there is no hope of 
real enforcement of the criminal 
laws—and there are .many besides 
prohibition—unless congress will do 
something to lessen the congestion 
in the courts. So long as bootleggers, 
narcotic sellers, 'automobile thieves, 
can be sure of a year, or two years 
before they come to trial they are 
willing to take a chance. 


The fourth line of criminal law 


enforcement, as the president sees it, 
is reform in the methods of proced- 
ure in the federal courts. This has 
been strongly urged by the commis- 
sion of low enforcements. 


As matters stand today, there are 


something like 80,000 cases of viola- | pnone 172-74 
\ions of federal criminal laws brot 
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before the federal courts each year, j 
of which only 10,000 or so go to final 
trial. The rest of the prisoners plead 
guilty and are fined $100 or some 
)ther sum. This amounts, in effect, 
;o a licensing system for bootleggers 
and thievos. 


The reason for this is that the fed- 


eral courts have to handle all pro- 
libition cases and all other crimes

One of the greatest obstacles to 


efficient enforcement has been the 
character of the men, or many of 
them, originally engaged to enforce 
the law.

ment, and he took office as president 
with a clear understanding of the 
magnitude and complexity of the 
problem and with definite ideas of 
what was needed to make the federal 
enforcement machinery function bet- 
ter, if not perfectly. 


He lost no time after taking office 


in initiating the reorganization of 
the law-enforcement machinery of 
he United Slates government. The 
eorganization is not yet complete, 
rat it is under way. Until it shall 
lave been completed, and is func- 
ioning to the best of its capacity, 
ho president is not -concerned with 
he popular outcry that "prohibition 
.annot be enforced." That is a state- 
iient of opinion, not necessarily of 


for dishonesty and corruption. The 
temptation to connive at violations 
of the law was too great for many 
of them to withstand. And many 
got themselves appointed because 
they wanted the opportunity to sell 
out the government to the illicit li- 
quor interests. 


So long as appointments to the pro- 


hibition and other law enforcement 
forces were made under political 
pressure and without regard to fit- 
ness, thia state of things was bound 
to get worse instead of better. Con- 
gress had, after nearly nine years of 
the old system, authorized the execu- 
tive to pick the enforcement person- 
nel in the same way other govern- 
ment employees are chosen, by ex- 
amination as to fitness and character. 


Mr. Hoover believes that this is 


already resulting in improvement in 
he efficiency 
of the 
prohibition 


'orees, and the work is proceeding 
rapidly of improving the service. 
That process is going on, and men of 


high standard of character, courage 


and a sense of duty are replacing the 
irresponsible ones.

And that, as he sees it, is what he

In other words, Mr. Hoover took 


office, as he believes, with a clear 


days the federal government did not 
concern itself with who made or sold 
liquor, or where or when it was sold. 
It was concerned only with seeing 
that every gallon paid its tax, that 
every dealer paid his federal license 
tax. 


Tax-collecting was a proper func- 


tion of the treasury, but tho en- 
forcement of prohibition never was. 
President Hoover urged strongly up- 
on congress his request for authority 
to transfer this phase of law en- 
forcement to the department of jus- 
tice, which is the proper place for it. 
Most other criminal statutes of great 
importance come under tho jurisdic- 
tion of the attorney general, who has 
a better machine for handling crime 
than the treasury has or should have. 


This transfer, which the president 


regards as the second important new- 
tool in his hiinds for more efficient 
enforcement, has been agreed upon 
by the house of representatives but 
not, as I write this, by the senate. 
However, there seems little doubt 
that it wi1' shortly have been made 
law by the action of both houses. 


Then, Mr. Hoover thinks, he will 


have a more efficient 
enforcement 


machine, under better control, than 
he has had up to now. 


For a third line of control, the 


under a year, are tried in these minor 
courts. 


The president's commission on law 


enforcement has recommended, and 
the president has approved and re- 
quested congress to authorize, the 
setting up of a similar system for 
handling prohibition cases, and the 
grading of offenses under the prohi- 
bition and other criminal laws. As 
the law stands now almost any viola- 
tion of the prohibition is a felony, 
except casual or slight violations. 
With "casual or slight violations" 
defined and the prisoner being will- 
ing to waive a jury and the district 
attorney willing for him to plead to 
a minor offense he can be tried with- 
out a grand jury indictment, by a 
method corresponding to trial in 
magistrates' courts in other cases, 
and with punishment in such cases 
limited by law to a moderate fine or 
a short term of imprisonment. The 
p'rompt

of 
offenses 


against the prohibition and other 
criminal laws .could be assured, the 
president believes, and respect for 
the law impressed upon the criminal 
classes by the only means which they 
can understand. 


This whole question of court pro- 


cedure is now before congress. It is 
too soon to predict what congress 
will do about it. There may be no 
action at this session. 
But Mr. 


Hoover does not expect every one of 
his reforms to take effect over night. 


I wish to make it clear enough that 


when Mr. Hoover once takes a stand 
on any question he stays put. He 
does not shift his ground, because he 
does not take a stand until he feels 
sure of his ground. Some folks say 
he is stubborn. That docs 'not imply 
that he is deaf to argument, but it 
:akes facts to move him materially 
from a course once set; facts which 
iiave developed since ho charted his 
course, or which were unknown to 
him when he set out. 


The facts about prohibition, so far 


as the laws on the subject go and the 
responsibility upon him for their en- 
forcement are concerned, have not 
changed since Mr. Hoover became 
president. He- has no option, as he 
sees it, but to go ahead and do the 
best he can under the laws as they 
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exist, meantime asking congress It 
change those laws only so far 
as 


necessary to enable him to enforce 
the basic law more effectively. 


The president has not asked con 


gress to change the basic prohibition 
law. What ho would do if congres 
should change it, modify it to permi 
the sale of light wines and beer, fo 
example, or raise the permitted al 
coholic content of beverages, is 
question which I cannot answer an 
which Air. Hoover himself probablj 
would not answer except in the ligh 
of the facts at the time as the; 
might occur. 


What his personal opinion of th 


INth amendment and the Yolstea 
act is I did not ask him. When he 
described the liSth amendment as an 
experiment "noble in purpose" he 
did not give a blanket endorsement 
for all time. What he was indicating 
was that the feasibility and work- 
ability of the present system has yet 
to be proved and that it has not yet 
hud a fair trial. 


But I believe, also, that until the 
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go vi rnment has had a full opportun- 
ity to demonstrate the best it; can do 
to enforce the present laws, an op- 
portunity which Mr. Hoover has not 
yet had'and will not have until con- 
gress gives him the better tools he 
has asked for. it will not have had 
a fair trial. Furthermore, the states 
must take their share of responsibil- 
ity if it, is to have such a fair trial. 


By the end of Mr. Hoover's term, 


or before. We will have a lot more 
facts on which to base acceptance of | 
or further agitation for the amend- ] 
incut of the present prohibition laws. 
My personal belief is that one of the 
facts which will have been proved 
by that time, prohibition can be en- 
forced as well as any criminal law 
is ever enforced. T think >«-, Hoover 
shares that belief, provided always 
that the different states will do then- 
part in the enforcement.

Clark, University of Illinois.

He then continues: "Well, why do boys go? Because their 


parents insist, because their friends are going, because they 
have been going to school all their lives and they see no good 
reason why they should not continue. 


" 'To get an education', they say, if you ask them; but 


-what does that mean? Facts, information, knowledge, finding 
out where places are, and when things happened, and what 
causes other things to occur, and how to get the answer. 


"This is in part true, but only in a very small part, for the 


main part of education is training and not information. Facts 
are-only the tools with which we work in training one's mind. ' 
In the pursuit of education we should ultimately acquire a 
great many helpful facts, but the training of the mind to rea- 
son, the cultivation of the memory, the development of poise 
and judgment, the understanding of how men think and have 
thot, the setting up for ourselves of high ideals of thot and 
action are the vital and important things. 


_ "Training, such as I have referred to, will do a great many 


things for a boy. It will make him keener, more self-reliant, a 
better judge of men, and so better able to deal with men. It is 
likely, therefore, to help him make more money more easily, 
tho that is only incidental and should not be his main purpose 
in getting an education. 


It will make him happier, more influential, and a better 


citizen. These last are the selfish reasons that induce the state 
to support free education, because the state expects a return 
of service from every man whom it helps to educate." 


The President and the Laws— 


There are times and occasions when honest people can.hon- 


estly disagree about the policies of the president of the United 
States. They may disagree on personal or political grounds, 
and express their opinions freely without being subject to 
criticism therefor. 


On one point, at least, of President Hoover's policies, it is 


difficult to see how honest people can disagree. On the ques- 
tion of law enforcement the only possible disagreement is be- 
tween honest folk and criminals. 


Honest men may dislike any particular law, for any number 


of honest reasons. It is not only their right in such a case to 
agitate for its amendment or. repeal, it is their duty. There is 
nothing inconsistent with honesty and good citizenship in tak- 
ing part in .any lawful effort to change the laws, even the con- 
stitution itself. 


But so long as any law is a law, the effort of the executive 


to enforce it to the utmost of human and administrative effi- 
ciency calls for the-support of everyone who regards himself 
as a good citizen, or who wishes to be so regarded by his neigh- 
bors and his community. If each of us is to select which laws 
he will obey and which he will violate, the foundations of our 
democratic system of government begin at once to crumble. 


President Hoover has asked congress to put better tools 


into his hands for the enforcement of the federal laws. The 
procedure in the federal courts today necessitates long delays 
and inadequate attention to'the majority of criminal cases* 
The commission of law enforcement, composed of many of the 
ablest men in the nation, has recommended many changes in 
the laws governing the federal courts. The legislation neces- 
sary to effect those changes should not be made the basis of a 
partisan quarrel in congress. The issue in this instance is not 
between political points of view but between honest citizens 
and criminals. 


Vigilantes—Yesterday and Now— 


In the early days of San Francisco when the great gold rush 


to California, which began in 1894, was in full swing, the 
make-shift government machinery broke down so completely 
that the town was at the mercy of crooks, murderers, and 
bandits. The citizens took the law into their own hands. They 
organized a super-government, a Vigilance Committee, popu- 
larly called by its Spanish equivalent, "Vigilantes," and clean- 
ed up the town. -They had to hang a good many and shoot a 
good many more before they finished the job, but they cleaned 
up the town and turned its government over to honest men 
who could be relied upon to admisiter justice adequately. 


In most of the large cities of the United Stages today and 


in many smaller communities conditions exist in respect of 
crime and maladministration which make thotful citizens at 
times wonder whether a revival of the old Vigilantes is not 
called for. Whenever a known criminal is turned loose by a 
complaisant judge, when men paid- to police a community fail 
to suppress crime which is blatant and easily discoverable, 
when men intrusted with public funds squander or steal them, 
the remedy of the ballot-box does not always seem adequate. 


There is another remedy, however, and one which does not 


savor of lynch law nor contravene the right of every person, 
.criminal or otherwise, to his day in court. That remedy is 
publicity. 


It takes a stout heart to expose corruption in office. It takes 


courage to tell the truth about local crime and criminals. It 
lays a heavy burden upon any one man to carry the risks which 
surround whoever tries to check lawlessness, for he is dealing 
with men who are not governed by the rules to which the re- 
former must adhere. But every now and then some newspaper 
man performs that sort of public service. 


Sometimes he loses his life, as Don Mellett did in Canton, 


Ohio. But the name of Don Mellett, newspaper man, will stand 
forever in the annals of his city as that of the man who freed 
its citizens from criminal misrule. Canton is building a monu- 
ment to its liberator. In the fraternity of journalism Don Mel- 
letl's memory will live for all time as a martyr tc the spirit of 
public service which must actuate every honest member of 
the craft. 


More recently the newspapers of Scranton, Pa., exposed a 


conspiracy among gamblers arid public officials, and several 
"prominent citizens" of Scranton are under indictment in con- 
sequence. The New York Evening Journal's disclosure of vice 
and graft in Atlantic City is another example. Columns could 
be filled with instances where newspapers, often fighting alone, 
have saved theic communities from the dutches of organized 
crime and corrupt officials working in partnership with the 
criminals.

COUNTY ASSESSOR REVEALS 


MORE TAXATION FIGURES 


By ED W. HOPKINS 


Los Angeles County Assessor 


Articles five to eight of the series 


"Why Taxes Are High in Los An- 
geles County," like the first four 
articles of the series, contain many 
misstatements of fact. My duty to 
the public and the efficient personnel 
of my office compels me to answer 
this second series of four articles in- 
sofar as the statements made dig- 
nify an answer. 


In article five, the author compares 


the cost of the building department 
of this office as between the years 
1923 and 19,29 and shows an increase 
of 150 per cent, according to his 
figures. The actual cost in 1923 as 
shown by our records was $91,00( 
and in 1929, $67,000, which in fact 
is a decrease of $24,000, or 26.37 per 
cent. So much for the accuracy of 
his information. 


Figures in the county budget show 


the maximum amount allowed, but 
do not show the amount spent. 


As to the method employed in ap- 


praisals, unit factors based on recon- 
struction cost is the standard method 
a,nd is universally approved by every 
leading . authority 
in the United 


States. Our system of appraisal of 
buildings has been adopted by prac- 
tically all of the assessors in -Cali- 
fornia and by many large cities in 
the country from Oregon and Wash- 
ington to New York. Our building 
values are used by most of the banks 
In Los Angeles as a, basis for mak- 
ing loans. . 


No one knows better than the 


author of this series of articles that 
depreciation is written off every five 
years, which in my opinion is a short 
enough interval compatible with the 
magnitude of the job and the aver- 
age amount involved to each tax- 
payer, considering the fact that a 
3uilding is given a fifty per cent 
depreciation the first year. 


Article six needs no answer. All 


material statements made therein are 
wholly false and are simply directed 
against the department where the 
two former deputies, who have fur- 
nished the "information," worked 
and from which they "graduated'-' 
also. 


Article seven. The answer to their 


criticism of the stock and bond de- 
partment, which the author of the 
article deems unnecessary, is: In 
L923, the assessed value of stocks, 
aonds and credits was $40,299,115; 
n 1929, $906,392,220. (See state con- 
troller's statement No. 16). The 
reader can draw his own conclusions. 


The answer to their criticism of 


;he personal property department is 
;hat in 1929 the assessor collected 
;axes for personal property unsecur- 
id by real estate amounting to $6,- 
726,348.76, and issued 291,650 re- 
ceipts for same. Under date of Feb- 
ruary 24, 1930, the county auditor 
notified the assessor-that he was 
short in his collections two cents, 
which was afterwards found to bo 
a misreading of the reports, and 
here was no shortage of any amount. 


The oil and public utility depart- 


ment handles the assessment of all 
oil wells with their mineral rights 
ind all public utility companies, ag- 
gregating over $500,000,000 assessed 
•alue. Quite a job for the suggested 
one deputy and one clerk. Ride over 
the county and count the oil der- 
ricks, street cars, telephone lines, 
^as mains under the ground, electric 
ights, etc., then wonder how it can 
)e done at all. 


Article eight. The aythor criti- 


cises the method of compiling and 
writing the assessment roll and urges 
he use of machines for this purpose. 
. wish the manufacturers of tho dif- 
ferent mechanical devices were as 
ure and enthusiastic concerning 
heir wares as the author of these 
articles. The fact i«, I have a stand- 
ng offer for mors than five years, 


and the offer is still good, to recom- 
mend tho purchase and installation 
of any mechanical device to do this 
work if tho manufacturer thereof 
could assure me that his machine 
would do the job. Many of their ex- 
perts have surveyed the office, some 
coming from tho general offices of the 
companies in New York for that pur- 
pose, and have failed to give this 
assurance. In fact, some of them 
after making a survey of the office 
said it was impossible under the ex 
isting laws, and never returned. 


To spend $200,000 or more of th 


taxpayers' money for machinery onlj 
to be junked later is not a gooc 
policy. 
With the recent improve 


ments no doubt a device will soon 
be perfected that'will accomplish at 
least a part of this task at a saving 
of both time and money. 


It must certainly seem great to 


the manufacturers of these -mechani- 
cal devices to find two persons, with- 
out any experience whatsoever, who 
know more about their wares than 
their own highly educated experts. 


As regards the veterans' exemp- 


tion department, which is governed 
entirely by the provisions and limi- 
;ations of the constitution, in 1923, 
16,272 exemptions were placed on 
;he roll carrying valuations amount- 
ng to $12,822,650. In 1929, 65,558 
exemptions carrying valuations of 
539,649,205 were also carried on the 
roll. In 1929, 2285 exemption claims 
were denied as claimants had prop- 
erty over the constitutional limit of 
15000, and 1540 claims could not be 
allowed as their service did not meet 
;he requirements of the constitution, 
.f the constitution is to be ignored 
;hat would make another story. 


The criticism of the map book de- 


mrtment fails to mention that 558,- 
575 statements involving land passed 
;hru this department in 1929, and 
hat over 9000 errors of the taxpay- 
ers in claiming wrong property were 
traightened out by letter, and 25,000 
were given notification that they had 
'ailed in claiming their property and 
were subjecting themselves to un- 
necessary penalties. The work is the 
reverse of mechanical as claimed. 


Tho writer of the articles on "Why 


Taxes Are High" does not seem to 
>e aware of the fact that the tax 
roll prepared by this office and used 
o levy in 1929.a grand total of city, 
jounty, school and special district 
taxes amounting to $134,600,889.77, 
cost out of every dollar raised for 
taxes approximately four-fifths of 
one per cent. It cannot be shown 
that anywhere in the country the 
cost per u.)llar is less. 


All this notwithstanding that the 


assessor is handicapped by the fact 
that the law fixes the time when he 
shall commence his work, bonds him 
to complete the job with a limit of 
four months, and subjects him to a 
fine if he fails to complete this work 
within that time. This law was pass- 
ed 1879 and is still in force, tho the 
assessor has made every endeavor to 
have tho date of beginning the as- 
sessment changed from March first 
to January first in order to secure 
more time in which to complete the 
assessment work. Also that the super- 
visors fix the number of deputies he 
shall employ and what they shall be 
paid, and further that the civil ser- 
vice commission tells him whom he 
shall employ.

On Monday, April 28, the shadow 


of the moon will fall on the earth 
in such a way that in some parts 
of the United States the sun will 
be totally obscured at midday. Dur- 
ing the afternoon of that day there 
will be partial obstruction of the 
sun by the moon's shadow, visible 
in many parts of the country. 


An eclipse of the sun is no longer 
matter of superstitious awe, al- 


though there are still savage tribes 
in outlying unsettled parts of the 
globe to whom it is a 
terrifying 


spectacle, because its cause is un- 
known to them. But to everybody 
it is an interesting event, and to 
most of us it carries a sense of the 
grandeur and mystery of this plane- 
tary system in which, so far as wo 
ire concerned, the earth is the cen- 
ter of our interest if not of physi- 
cal fact. 


As everybody knows, the moon re- 


volves arouud tho earth at au aver- 
ige distance of about 238,857 miles. 
The moon's path through the skies 
is not a perfect circle, however. It 
.loes not correspond to any fixed 
mathematical form, as a matter of 
fact. 
At some seasons the moon is 


more than 17,000 miles nearer tho 
earth than its average distance; at 
other times it is nearly 14,000 miles 
farther away. 


The moon and the earth move as 


one unit around the sun, which is 
almost 93,000,000 miles away, or 
three hundred and ninety times as 
far from the earth as tho moon is. 
The diameter of the moon is only a 
quarter of that of the earth, while 
that of the sun is more than 100 
times as great as that of the earth. 


Taking the relative size of the sun 


and of the moon into consideration, 
and the irregularity of the moon's 
motions, it is not surprising that it 
is only occasionally and at very ir- 
regular intervals that the moon gets 
into a position where it completely 
shuts off the light of the sun from 
ny given point on the earth's sur- 


LCC.

bjeet as small as the moon to cast 


shadow big enough to darken the 
hole earth at once.

This corona is a halo of flames 


which constantly shoots out from 
he body of the sun, sometimes to 
he enormous distance of a million 
niles, or more than the diameter of 
he sun itself. 
To the astronomer, 


he chemist, and the physicist the 
tudy of these flames is of great im- 
lortance. Every burning substance 
jives off light. 
By the peculiar 


lualities of that light as shown by 
he spectroscope it is posible to tell 
.'hat substance is being burned to 
>roduce. * The light 
from blazing 


opper, for example, is quite differ- 
nt from that of burning iron. When 
othiug obscures the face of the sun 
he light which conies from it is 
vhat we call "white" light, which 
ho spectroscope can divide into its 
omponent colors, but not with such 
ertainty as when only the corona 
ongues of burning gasified elements 
ire measured. A flame half a mil- 
ion miles high on the face of the 
un may consist of nothing but burn- 
ng hydrogen gas, or it may be iron 
or gold heated to the point where 
it becomes a gas and bursts into 
flame. 


It may seem that there is no prac- 


tical value in such study of the sun's 
contents but one example will show 
that it may be of immense value. 
Only a comparatively few years ago 
astronomers studying the corona and 
the spectroscopie records of it found 
some lines on their 
photographic 


plates which wore not accounted for 
by any of the known elements. They 
agreed that there must be an element 
in the sun which was so far unknown 
on earth. It would be, they figured, 
a gas just a little heavier than hy- 
drogen, the lighcst of all the ele- 
ments. Long before any of the sub- 
stance had been found it had been 
named "helium," from the Greek 
name of the sun, "helios."

county, California, about 
twenty 


miles north of San Francisco. Over 
a strip only a mile wide at the most 
there will be total darkncs as the 
shadow moves rapidly toward Hele- 
na, Montana. 
The speed of the 


travelling shadow is more than 500 
miles an hour, so that total darkness 
at one point along its path will last 
only about a second and a half.

through the entire length of the -path 
of the shadow. Before the shadow 
reaches the coast, the view of the 
sun from a ship out in the Pacific 
ocean will be that of a ring of fire 
with the raund black shadow of the 
moon in the middle. This ring effect 
makes what is called an "annular" 
eclipse. And along most of tho path 
along which the shadow will travel 
as it moves swiftly northeasterly 
across the Canadian border, then 
south of Hudson's bay over Lab- 
orador and out into the Atlantic 
ocean, the view of those directly 
under the sun will be of this ring 
of lire. Only for about 500 miles 
of its ten-thousand-mile race over 
the surface of the glouo will the 
eclipse be total.

of Butte, Montana, the ring will be-

passes over Nevada about 40 miles 
north of Reuo, and cuts across the 
corner of Oregon and the panhandle 
of Idaho to Montana, astronomers 
with 
telescopic 'cameras, spectro- 


scopes and other instruments will 
be lined up from all the great ob- 


search for helium. At last it. was 
found, contained in the natural gas 
from certain wells on government 
property in Texas. A means was in- 
vented of separating the helium from 
the other gases, and it proved to have 
a weight-lifting power which fitted 
it for use in balloons and airships, 
with the great advantage over hydro- 
gen that it is not easily inflammable. 
The great'navy airship "Los Ang- 
eles" is filled with helium, and the 
United States government has enough 
of this gas on hand, in tanks, to fill 
the much larger airships which it is 
now building. 
Helium has been 


found elsewhere only in Canada, but 
the United States supply has been 
greatly increased through examina- 
tion of gases from other wells, and 
the whole future of air navigation 
seems more secure, all from the ex- 
amination of the sun's corona by 
astronomers during an eclipse. 


Besides the observers 
on 
the 


ground a number of 
astronomers 


will go up in airplanes and try to 
take photographs of the corona from 
above the clouds. 


The time when the e'clipse will be 


total, in the regions where it is total, 
will be exactly noon, sun time. That 
will be a little before noon, Pacific 
standard time, in California, and 
few minutes after noon, mountain 
time, at Butte, Montana. In Denver 
the sun will be seen as a narrow cres 
cent of fire at 12.31 mountain time 
In Chicago the eclipse will be like a 
slightly thicker crescent, and will be 
visible for a few seconds at 2.0f 
central time. 
In Atlanta only a 


slight shadow over one arc of the 
sun will be visible, and will be seen 
at 3.08 eastern standard time. Nev 
York will sec the sun at eclipse like 
the moon in its third quarter, at 3.27 
eastern time. 


Of course, nobody who values hii 


eyesight will try to look at thi 
eclipse except through smoked gla 
or some other dense semi-transparen 
.medium.

CHOPS 


A good way to cook pork chops 


this time of the year is to put them 
n a casserole with a quantity of cut 
up apples. First lay a chop,in the 
;nsserole, surrounding it and cover 
ng it with sliced apples, add a scam 
sprinkling of .salt and a dash of pep- 
per, with the merest suspicion of nut- 
meg or mace. Then add another chop 
and then more apples. Tho casserole 
should not be too full, and. it should 
Jo kept covered thruout the cooking. 


Another good way to cook pork 


hops in the casserole is to butter 
;he casserole and then line it with a 
joodly layer of cooked rice. Lay in 
he desired number of chops, pour 
over them cooked tomatoes to which 
have been added, a little chopped 


reen pepper anil onions if desired. 


Then add more cooked rice. Moisten 
well and cook in a casserole. Cook 
'or an hour or until the chops when 
raised from the rice appear to be 
;horoly done. About five minutes 
scfore taking from the oven remove 
:over and add a little butter to the 
;op of the rice. 


To prepare pork chops with bread 


crumbs, use about a cupful of bread- 
crumbs for six chops. Use with this 
a piece of salt pork the size of an 
egg "tor two slices of bacon. Put the 
bread und the pork or bacon thru 
the meat grinder with half a small 
onion. Season with salt and pepper 
and moisten with hot water and then 
lay it over the chops which have been 
placed in a dripping pan. Cook in 
the oven, adding more water as need- 
ed. They should cook about an hour 
in a moderate oven.

Our Layer Cake 


Most of us when we say caie mean 


layer cake. One of the things that 
the American traveler in Europe 
Jinds disappointing is the lack of this 
American delicacy. The French, by 
cake, usually mean small very richly 
frosted 
cake; 
the English mean 


rather dry loaf cakes. And some 
Americans go from tea shop to tea 
patisserie looking for a piece of lus- 
cious chocolate or cocoanut layer 
cake. 


Foreign visitors to this country 


sometimes think our cake is indigest- 
ible and over rich. However, even a 
rich chocolate layer cake is a per- 
fectly wholesome dessert if it is well 
made. Furthermore, it should be 
eaten alone and not as an adjunct of 
a rich ice cream. 


There seems to be a general objec- 


tion to fresh baked things, and yet 
food specialists have pointed out that 
fresh cake, if it is thoroly masticat- 
ed, is more easily digested than cake 
a couple of days old. The butter, 
once it has been cooked, is better 
fresh than after it has stood and 
this makes fresh cake more easily 
digested. 


Of course children must be taught 


to masticate any fresh baked bread 
or cake very thoroly. If they do this 
it will not hurt them unless it is too
